To  the  Hoyiorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. • 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  have  the 
honor  to  submit  herewith  the  Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  department,  never  has  it  been 
better  equipped  for  the  performance  of  the  arduous  duties 
assigned  to  it,  than  at  present :  the  complement  of  companies 
necessary  to  furnish  adequate  protection  to  all  parts  of  the  city  is, 
however,  still  far  from  full. 

During  the  year,  the  physical  condition  of  the  department  has 
been  greatly  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  new  apparatus,  and 
the  improvement  of  that  already  in  service. 

Each  succeeding  year  brings  with  it  greater  demands  upon 
the  resources  of  the  department,  the  record  of  alarms  responded 
to  in  1898,  being  255  in  excess  of  that  for  1897. 

While  the  losses  for  1898  show  an  increase  as  compared  with 
the  preceding  year,  such  increase  was  not  due  to  any  lack  of 
efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  department.  The  two  fires  at 
which  the  greatest  loss  occurred,  (the  car  barns  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Railway  Company,  and  the  tinware  factory  of  Messrs.  Keen 
&  Hagerty,)  were  each  located  in  remote  sections  of  the  city,  in  a 
vicinity  poorly  supplied  with  water,  and  in  each  instance,  the 
buildings  were  doomed  before  the  arrival  of   the  department. 

During  the  year  No.  1 1  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck  Company 
was  organized  and  placed  in  service.  Unfortunately  the  build- 
ing to  accommodate  this  company  was  not  erected,  and  the  com- 
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pany  is  temporarily  located  in  the  quarters  of  No.  i8  Engine 
Company,  on  Twenty- first  street.  In  its  present  location,  this 
truck  company  fails  to  afford  protection  to  the  territory  where  it 
is  most  needed,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  steps  will  be  taken 
looking  to  the  immediate  erection  of  quarters  for  this  company, 
on  the  lot  originally  designated. 

During  the  year,  three  members  of  the  department  met  their 
death  while  in  the  performance  of  duty,  viz.: 

Ladderman  Harry  Courtney,  No.  3  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany. 

Pipeman  James  T.  Braden,  No.  7  Engine  Company. 

Probationer  C.  Louis  Francke,  No.  15  Engine  Company. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  code,  the  families  of 
each  of  the  members  named,  received  $1,000 — $500  from  the  city, 
and  $500  from  the  insurance  company. 

Embodied  herein  and  forming  part  of  this  report,  will  be  found 
the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  covering  the  work  of  the 
department  during  the  year,  its  present  condition  and  its  require- 
ments. 

The  various  recommendations  made  by  the  Chief  Engineer, 
and  which  have  been  embodied  in  previous  reports,  have  the 
hearty  endorsement  and  approval  of  this  Board,  as  they  look  to 
the  welfare  and  protection  of  the  citizens,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  your  Honorable  Body  will  give  the  same  most  careful  consid- 
eration. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Fire-Alarm  Telegraph, 
submitted  herewith,  sets  forth  at  length  the  work  of  that  depart- 
ment during  the  year,  improvements  made  and  present  condition, 
to  which  your  attention  is  respectfully  invited. 

Exhibits  are  herewith  submitted,  showing  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1898;  also,  estimate  of 
the  financial  requirements  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1899.

REPORT, 


Office  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
Baltimore,  fanuary  i,  1899. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen  :  I  respectfully  submit  herewith  my  third  amiual 
report,  it  being  the  Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Paid  Fire  De- 
partment. 

FIRES. 

During  the  year  1898  the  department  received  and  responded 
to  1,373  alarms  of  fire,  920  of  which  were  received  from  street 
and  automatic  boxes,  and  445  verbally,  or  by  telephone,  showing 
an  increase  of  105  box  alarms,  and  150  silent  alarms,  as  compared 
with  the  record  for  1897. 

Of  the  alarms  received  as  above  noted,  75  of  the  box  alarms,  or 
nearly  ni«e  per  cent.,  were  false.  Of  the  remaining  number  of 
alarms,  box  and  silent,  1,094  were  for  fires  in  brick  or  stone  build- 
ings, 145  were  for  fires  in  wooden  buildings,  and  59  were  for  other 
than  building  fires,  such  as  rubbish  on  lots,  brush,  hay  stacks, 
vessels,  etc.  At  but  41  fires  was  the  adjoining  property  damaged, 
and  in  these  cases  but  to  little  comparative  extent. 

The  total  loss  for  the  year,  approximating  November  and 
December  losses,  was  $878,592.46,  the  insured  value  of  the  prop- 
erty involved  being  $4,885,792.60.  A  large  percentage  of  the  loss 
for  the  year  is  accounted  for  by  the  fire  which  destroyed  the  car- 
barn of  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company,  located  at  Irvington, 
together  with  its  contents  of  130  cars  and  a  large  stock  of  paints, 
oils,  etc.,  on  May  29,  the  adjusted  loss  at  which  fire  was 
$254,783.76.  This  building  was  located  at  the  extreme  western 
boundary  of  the  city,  several  miles  from  the  nearest  steamer  com- 
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pany,  in  a  section  of  the  city  supplied  with  water  by  a  private  cor- 
poration, which  supply  of  water  was,  on  this  occasion,  entirely 
inadequate  to  the  needs  of  a  fire  of  this  magnitude.  By  the  time 
of  the  arrival  of  the  first  company,  the  entire  building  and  contents 
were  hopelessly  involved,  and  the  efforts  of  the  department  were 
confined  principally  to  preventing  the  spread  of  the  flames  to  the 
property  adjoining  on  the  east. 

APPARATUS. 

All  of  the  apparatus  in  service  is  in  good  condition.  Particular 
attention  has  been  paid  by  those  charged  with  this  duty  to  main- 
ing  the  equipment  in  the  highest  possible  state  of  efficiency  and 
safety,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  exceeding  gratification  to  note  that 
their  efforts  in  this  direction  have  been  well  applied. 

The  work  of  equipping  the  hose  wagons  of  the  department  with 
chemical  tanks  has  been  completed,  and  all  of  the  wagons  are  now 
of  the  combination  type. 

Engine  No.  9  was  rebuilt  by  the  La  France  Fire  Engine  Com- 
pany, being  supplied  with  a  new  boiler  and  platform  springs,  the 
pumps  and  machinery  overhauled  and  placed  in  good  condition, 
and  the  engine  painted. 

A  new  second-size  steamer,  built  by  the  La  France  Fire  Engine 
Company,  was  received  and  placed  in  service  with  No.  7  Engine 
Company.  The  engine  formerly  assigned  to  this  company  was 
assigned  to  No.  5  Engine  Company,  and  former  No.  5  engine 
assigned  to  No.  21   Engine  Company. 

A  new  first  size  engine,  built  by  the  La  France  Fire  Engine  Co., 
was  received  and  placed  in  service  with  No.  i  Engine  Company ; 
the  engine  formerly  assigned  to  No.  i  Engine  Company  was 
assigned  to  No.  13  Engine  Company,  and  former  No.  13  (rotary) 
placed  in  reserve. 

A  new  first  size  Hayes  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck,  was  received 
and  placed  in  service  with  No.  4  Hook  and  Ladder  Company, 
and  former  Truck  No.  4,  assigned  to  No.  1 1  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company. 

A  new  Hale  Water  Tower,  built  by  the  Fire  Extinguisher 
Manufacturing  Company,  was  received  and  placed  in  service  with 
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No.  15  Engine  Company,  replacing  the  tower  which  had  been  in 
service  continuously  since  1891,  which,  after  being  thoroughly 
repaired  and  painted,  will  be  placed  in  reserve,  where  it  will  be 
available  for  service  should  the  occasion  permit  the  use  of  two 
towers. 

A  new  combination  truck,  (chemical  engine  and  hook  and 
ladder  truck,)  built  by  C.  T.  Holloway  &  Co.,  was  received  and 
placed  in  service  with  No.  7  Chemical  Engine  Company. 

HORSES. 

The  total  number  of  horses  in  service  and  in  reserve  is  181. 
During  the  year  52  were  purchased,  44  were  condemned  as  unfit 
for  further  service,  and  three  died.  The  total  number  of  cases  of 
sickness  and  injury  treated  at  the  hospital  was  143. 

NEW    COMPANY. 

On  Octobers,  1898,  No.  11  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  was 
organized  and  placed  in  service,  pending  the  erection  of  permanent 
quarters,  in  quarters  of  No.  18  Engine  Company,  necessitating  the 
transfer  of  No.  3  Chemical  Engine  Company,  which  formerly 
occupied  a  portion  of  these  quarters,  to  quarters  of  No.  20 
Engine  Company. 

NEW    MEMBER. 

On  June  i ,  the  position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Machinery 
was,  by  act  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  created,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  G.  Griffith  was,  by  the  Board,  appointed  to  fill  the 
position. 

FIRE-PLUGS. 

The  number  of  plugs  in  service  has  been  increased  to  2,113  t>y 
the  erection,  by  the  Water  Deparment,  during  the  past  year,  of 
149  plugs.  This  number  is  still  insufficient,  and  I  beg  to  suggest 
that  the  Water  Department  be  requested  to  proceed  with  the 
work  of  erecting  additional  plugs  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The 
recommendation  made  in  my  report  of  last  year  in  regard  to  a 
pipe-line  to  be  used  by  the  fire-boat  should  receive  early  consid- 
eration. The  system  proposed  is  not  in  the  nature  of  an  experi- 
ment, similar  system  being  in  successful  operation  in  other  cities. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Under  this  head,  I  beg  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  urgent 
necessity  for  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  made  in  previous 
reports,  which  have  not  been  acted  upon,  as  follows,  viz. : 

An  engine  company  to  be  placed  in  service  in  the  vicinity  of 
Caroline  and  Lancaster  streets. 

An  engine  company  to  be  placed  in  service  in  the  vicinity  of 
Cheasapeake  and  Hudson  streets. 

An  engine  company  to  be  placed  in  service  in  the  vicinity  of 
Pratt  and  Carey  streets. 

An  engine  company  to  be  placed  in  service  in  the  vicinity  of 
York  road  and  Gorsuch  avenue,  Waverly.  The  abolishment  of 
No.  4  Chemical  Engine  Company,  and  the  transfer  of  members  of 
this  company  to  No.  7  Hook  and  Ladder  Company. 
,  The  addition  of  one  member  to  each  of  the  following  companies, 
viz.  :  Engine  Companies  Nos.  i,  3,  5,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14, 
Hook  and  Ladder  Companies  Nos.  i  and  2,  Chemical  Engine 
Companies  Nos.  i,  2,  3,  5  6,  and  three  members  to  No.  8  Hook 
and  Ladder  Company. 

The  erection  in  all  of  the  public  schools  of  a  fire-alarm  box. 

The  compulsory  provision  of  portable  fire-escapes  in  each 
room  of  all  hotels,  boarding-houses  and  lodging-houses. 

The  enactment  of  legislation  that  will  prevent  the  overcrowding 
of  theatres,  concert  halls,  and  other  places  of  public  gathering;  the 
compulsory  erection  in  all  buildings  of  this  description  of  a  fire- 
alarm  box,  and  the  installation  of  such  fire  extinguishing  appli- 
ances as  this  department  may  direct,  to  be  under  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  department  during  the  time  audiences  are 
assembled. 

In  addition  to  the  above  recommendations,  I  beg  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  urgent  and  immediate  desirability  of  providing 
permanent  quarters  for  No.  11  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  on  or 
near  the  site  originally  selected,  that  is  to  say,  on  North  avenue, 
near  the  west  approach  to  North  avenue  bridge.  This  company 
is  at  present  quartered  with  No.  18  Engine  Company  in  a  building 
much  too  small  and  unadapted  to  the  purposes  of  an  engine  and 
truck  company.     The  sleeping  room  is  crowded  to  such  an  extent 
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that  the  movements  of  the  men  are  greatly  impeded  when 
responding  to  alarms  of  fire,  to  say  nothing  of  the  discomfort  and 
menace  to  health,  occasioned  by  such  a  large  number  of  men 
being  compelled  to  sleep  in  a  room  of  the  size  of  that  occupied  by 
these  companies.  The  same  conditions  obtain  on  the  apparatus 
floor.  The  members  of  No.  i8  Engine  Company,  and  No.  ii 
Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  are  compelled,  by  reason  of  lack  of 
space,  to  utilize  as  a  sitting-room  the  space  formerly  occupied  as 
a  horse-stall,  while  horses  and  apparatus  are  so  located  as  to 
greatly  increase  the  liability  to  accident. 

There  is,  however,  a  more  important  reason  for  the  erection  of 
the  desired  quarters,  in  the  fact  that  this  truck  company,  which  is 
distinctively  a  life-saving  corps,  does  not  furnish  adequate  protec- 
tion to  a  large  and  densely  populated  section  of  the  city,  which 
protection  could  be  afforded  if  the  company  was  suitably  located. 

APPARATUS    IN    SERVICE. 

Twenty-one  steam  fire  engines,  6  chemical  engines,  8  Hayes' 
aerial  trucks,  i  combination  truck,  2  bank  ladder  trucks,  21  com- 
bination wagons,  19  hose  carriages,  i  fire-boat,  i  water  tower, 
7  Concord  wagons,  (used  by  officers,)  2  wagons  for  use  of  Superin- 
tendent and  Assistant  vSuperintendent  of  Machinery,  i  supply 
wagon,  3  wagons  for  use  of  linemen,  i  large  wagon  for  use  of  Fire- 
alarm  Telegraph  Dep:irtment,  and  3  carriages  for  use  of  Commis- 
sioners, and  Superintendent  of  Fire-alarm  Telegraph. 

APPARATUS    IN    RESERVE. 

Seven  steam  fire  engines,  3  Hayes'  aerial  trucks,  i  water  tower, 
I  bank  ladder  truck,  i  combination  wagon,  4  Concord  wagons, 
3  chemical  engines,  2  hose  carriages,  and  i  truck  for  moving 
disabled  apparatus. 

DEATHS. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  most  disastrous  one  in  regard  to  loss 
of  life,  it  being  my  sad  duty  to  report  the  death  of  three  members 
of  the  uniformed  force,  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duty. 

Ladderman  Harry  Courtney,  No.  3  Hook  and  Ladder  Company, 
was  killed  by  falling  from  a  ladder  while  drilling  in  front  of  quarters

on  June  9.     Ladderman  Courtney  was  39  years  of  age,  and  had 
been  a  member  of  the  department  two  years  and  two  months. 

Pipeman  James  T.  Braden,  No.  7  Engine  Company,  was  so 
seriously  injured  in  a  collision  between  the  hose  wagon  of  No.  7 
Engine  Company,  which  he  was  driving,  and  the  steamer  of  No. 
13  Engine  Company,  by  being  thrown  from  the  seat  while 
responding  to  box  No.  327,  on  July  19,  that  he  died  within  twelve 
hours  after  being  injured.  Pipeman  Braden  was  30  years  of  age, 
and  had  been  a  member  of  the  department  four  years  and  nine 
months. 

Probationary  Fireman  Charles  L.  Francke  was  instantly  killed 
on  August  27  by  being  run  over  by  No.  10  steamer,  which  he  was 
assisting  to  draw  through  the  streets  of  Laurel,  Md.  Engine 
Company  No.  10  had  been  ordered  to  Laurel  in  response  to  an 
appeal  for  assistance  from  the  Mayor  of  that  city.  It  being  impos- 
sible to  disembark  the  horses  from  the  cars,  the  members  of  the 
department  present,  assisted  by  citizens,  were  compelled  to  draw 
the  hose  wagon  and  steamer  to  the  desired  location.  While 
engaged  in  this  work  Probationary  Francke,  who  was  stationed  at 
the  pole  of  the  engine,  stumbled  and  fell,  the  left  front  wheel  of 
the  steamer  passing  over  his  head,  causing  instant  death.  Proba- 
tioner Francke  was  29  years  of  age,  and  had  been  a  member  of 
the  department  but  one  month  and  fourteen  days. 

Embodied  herein  are  tables  of  statistical  information  relative  to 
the  work  performed  by  the  department,  roster  of  the  department, 
causes  of  fires,  etc.,  which  are  respectfully  submitted  for  your 
information. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Board  for  the  uniform  kind- 
ness and  courtesy  extended  at  all  times,  and  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  uniformed  force  for  a  full  and  conscientious  per- 
formance of  every  duty. 

I  have  also  to  thank  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire 
Insurance  Salvage  Corps,  for  assistance  rendered  and  for  state- 
ments of  losses  and  insurance,  which  form  a  part  of  this  report. 

Thanks  are  also  due  the  Police  Department  for  its  continued 
co-operation  on  all  occasions.

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NOTABLE  FIRES  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

January  gth — Box  416. — Nos.  504  to  508  W.  German  street, 
three-story  brick  building,  occupied  as  a  storage  warehouse,  owned 
by  Wesley  M.  Oler.  The  fire  originated  on  the  second -floor, 
damaging  the  stock  of  straw  hats,  card-board,  etc.  The  alarm 
was  received  at  6.03  p.m.,  and  the  recall  signal  at  8.41  p.m.  The 
services  of  four  engine  companies  and  two  hook  and  ladder  com- 
panies were  required.  The  cause  of  the  fire  unknown-  Loss

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioriers: 

Herewith  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire-alarm  Tele- 
graph for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1898. 

I  assumed  the  duties  of  Superintendent  of  Fire-alarm  Tele- 
graph on  November  15  last,  and  consequently  have  not  had 
sufficient  time  to  entirely  familiarize  myself  with  the  needs  of 
the  department,  but  such  as  to  me  appear  urgent  are  herein  incor- 
porated. 

The  general  condition  of  the  apparatus,  lines,  etc.,  is  good,  and 
shows  that  improvement  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

The  overhauling  of  the  overhead  lines,  begun  last  year,  has 
been  continued,  with  the  very  gratifying  result  that  line  troubles 
are  being  steadily  diminished.  There  still  remains  some  of  this 
work  to  be  done,  and  I  expect  to  continue  it  until  every  pole  route 
and  circuit  is  put  in  the  best  possible  condition. 

A  new  box  circuit  (No.  31)  was  established  during  the  year  by 
moving  seven  fire-alarm  boxes  from  No.  11  and  No.  12  circuits, 
which  circuits  were  overcrowded.  The  new  circuit  has  lessened 
the  liability  to  interference,  and  reduced  the  number  of  fire-boxes 
involved  when  either  of  the  circuits  get  into  trouble. 

The  work  of  removing  the  keyless  doors  has  been  completed, 
and  all  fire  alarm  boxes  are  now  provided  with  the  glass  key- 
guard  doors,  an  impro\ement  which  has  been  generally  com- 
mended. 

All  the  Blake  transmitters  have  been  removed  from  the  depart- 
ment telephones,  and  solid-back  long  distance  transmitters  substi- 
tuted. While  this  change  has  made  some  improvement  in  the 
telephone  service,  much  still  remains  to  be  done  to  make  this 
branch  of  the  service  reliable  and  satisfactory.     Without  the  tele- 
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phone  the  department  would  be  most  seriously  handicapped,  and 
I  trust  my  recommendation  looking  to  the  improvement  of  this 
service,  will  receive  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

During   the  year  thirty-five  new  fire-alarm   boxes   have  been 
added  to  the  service,  numbered  and  located  as  follows:

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A  new  four- dial  manual  repeater  has  been  received  from  the 
Gamewell  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  Company  and  placed  in  service, 
and  is  giving  entire  satisfaction. 

This  addition  to  the  central  ofhce  apparatus  places  the  Baltimore 
Fire-alarm  Telegraph  Department  in  the  fore  of  modern  fire- 
alarm  offices,  and  will  meet  the  requirements  of  this  department 
for  many  years. 

A  much  needed  improvement  has  just  been  completed  in  estab- 
lishing a  new  cross-connecting  board  in  the  cellar  of  the  City  Hall. 

This  board  is  designed  to  give  ready  and  easy  access  to  the 
wires  of  the  department  where  they  leave  the  underground  cables 
and  before  they  enter  the  switch  board  in  the  operating  room,  and 
will  prove  a  valuable  addition  to  the  equipment. 

On  Sunday,  December  4th,  the  city  was  visited  by  a  violent 
wind  and  rain  storm,  which  prostrated  more  than  half  of  the 
circuits  connected  with  the  fire-alarm  department. 

Many  of  the  wires  were  crossed  with  electric  light  and  trolley 
wires,  resulting  in  the  burning  out  of  many  fire-alarm  boxes,  a 
number  of  engine  house  and  tapper  gongs;  also  two  cable  boxes 
were  damaged  by  these  currents,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  pro- 
tectors, with  which  they  are  provided,  one  or  more  of  our  under- 
ground cables  would  have  been  injured.  By  Tuesday  night, 
December  6th,  all  the  circuits  were  again  in  working  order,  and 
alarms  were  being  received  and  transmitted  in  the  usual  manner, 
due  to  the  energetic  and  loyal  assistance  given  mc  by  the  employees 
of  this  department,  for  which  I  embrace  this  opportunity  to  tender 
them  my  thanks. 

The  greater  part  of  the  damage  sustained  during  this  storm 
was  due  to  wires  carrying  currents  of  high  voltage  crossing  the 
fire-alarm  wires,  which  are  not  insulated.  Had  our  wires  been 
covered  with  a  good  insulation,  much  of  the  damage  w^ould  have 
been  averted,  and  this  would  indicate  that  it  would  not  only  be 
economy  to  reconstruct  these  lines  with  insulated  wire,  but  that  it 
would  also  gready  reduce  the  liability  to  interruptions  to  box 
circuits,  during  which  the  section  of  the  city  involved  is  left  wjthout 
fire  protection. 
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To  keep  the  service  at  its  highest  state  of  efficiency  requires  the 
constant  inspection  of  every  part  of  the  plant;  our  present  hne  force 
composed  of  one  chief  and  four  Hnemen  is  not  more  than  sufficient  to 
keep  up  with  current  work,  and  affords  but  little  opportunity  to 
do  systematic  inspection,  nor  is  it  large  enough  to  meet  an 
emergency.     This  force  should  be  increased. 

During  the  coming  year  I  expect  to  increase  the  number  of 
alarm  circuits  by  reducing  some  of  the  longest  and  taking  impor- 
tant companies  off  of  those  that  now  extend  to  the  Annex.  I  also 
intend  to  begin  a  rearrangement  of  box  circuits,  whereby  those 
serving  the  parts  of  the  city  where  the  underground  cables  have 
been  laid  will  be  separated  from  the  overhead  circuits,  thus  reduc- 
ing interruptions  to  the  minimum. 

I  recommend  that  a  branch  exchange  switch  board  for  the  tel- 
ephone service  be  installed,  and  that  the  telephone  be  separated 
from  the  independent  call  wire. 

That  bare  wire  circuits  be  converted  into  insulated  wire  circuits. 

That  an  additional  lineman  and  three  telephone  operators  be 
employed.
